Philodendron (Phileo, to love, and den- 


dron, a tree) is a genus of plants native 
to Tropical America of which there are 
over 200 varieties, These vines or trail- 
ing plants are probably used more for 
home decoration than any other foliage 
plants. They are ideal for that purpose 
as they need no direct sunlight and re- 
quire average watering. They are not 
easily infected with disease or infested 
with insects. Philodendrons respond to 
average room temperatures and condi- 
tions better than most foliage plants, 
and grow moderately fast. They may he 
grown on supports or allowed to trail. 
Philodendrons are probably more exotic 
in appearance than all tropicals. We are 
offering the following varieties and 
plants closely related (Epipremnum Mir- 
able) found to be easiest to grow and 
best specimens. A collection of several 
varieties would be an outstanding Ex- 
hibit for Home, Patio, or Greenhouse.

Keep soil 
moist but have good drainage and have 
an open soil. Best soil mixture is one 
part Acid Peat Moss, one part cow 
manure and one part good loam. 
Liquid fertilizer used according to direc- 
tions on the container is best for this 
type plant. Do not chill your Philoden- 
drons. They are Tropicals and the room 
in which these are kept should not have 
a temperature that falls below 50 de- 
grees. Probably the easiest to grow and 
most hardy is the Philodendron Pan- 
duriforme.

HIBISCUS CULTURE INSTRUCTIONS: 


Best soil for Hibiscus is rich loam or compost soil, but they are easily grown in 
almost any soil such as sand, muck or marl. If sand is used add some form of humas 
such as peat moss and well rotted manure to this soil mixture. The plants require 
a lot of moisture but good drainage is essential and sufficient plant food to main- 
tain a healthy foliage and brilliant blooms. Soluble or liquid plant food is good if 
used at regular intervals, preferably twice a week. Hibiscus like sun and are 
continuous bloomers, if kept healthy and growing and not allowed to get cold. T’em- 
perature below 50 degrees slows growth and blooming and 32 degrees will freeze 
plants if not protected. The beauty of Hibiscus is that it will bloom even in a 2% 
inch pot if well fed and in a sunny location. This makes Hibiscus a very desirable 
House Plant for cold climates, as well as a beautiful specimen plant for planting 
out in your garden for continuous blooms of tropical splendor until Fall.
